What To Do In An Air Raid 


The Adams County Council of Defense today issued general instructions to guide 


citizens in the proper procedure and action to take in event of an air-raid on Gettys- 
burg and Adams County. 
\ir Raid Warnings will be sounded through factory whistles and the siren at 


the engine house. (In other boroughs of the county similar warnings-will be sounded 
but may vary as to the nature of the alarm). 


Whistles will be sounded in a series of short blasts, over a period of two minutes. 
Sirens will be blown at intervals . . -ten seconds on and ten seconds off ... for 


a period of two minutes. 
. 


The All-Gear alarm will be one continuous blast of whistles and siren. 


GENERALLY, AIR RAIDS HAPPEN AT NIGHT 


Consequently, no lights from the ground should serve as beacons to enemy planes. 
Street Lighting will be extinguished; plans for such action arc already made. 
Store Lighting and Electric Signs will be extinguished. 
\li Household Lighting must be extinguished, unless, in one room, complete black- 


uuL curtains for doors and windows prevent even a small beam of light being visible 
from outdoors. 
Flashlights must not be used out of doors nor outside of rooms completely cur- 


tained for blackouts. 
. 


Air Raid Wardens, in the various districts, will immediately go into acjon with 


definite authority. Become acquainted with the warden in your district. 


Persons in the Streets must immediately leave the streets for the protection 


afforded by their homes, or nearby buildings if such persons are not near their homes. 


Auto Drivers and Passengers should leave the cars at the curb and extinguish all 


lights on the vehicles. 


All Persons Excepting Those on Official Air Raid Duty must leave the streets. 
Cellars and Top Floors of Buildings should be avoided. The ground floor is re- 


garded as most safe. Get under heavy tables or similar furniture for protection from 
falling plaster.

If No Indoor Shelter Is Available, lie flat on the ground to avoid flying particles. 
Don't Use Telephones unless absolutely necessary. The lines will bt needed for 


official business, for your protection.

Rescue 1,000 


On the western flank it was re- 


ported that 1,000 British troops who 
had been cut off in the Bata Pahat 
area, 60 miles above Singapore, now 
had rejoined the main defense 
bodies. 
In the west, it was stated, some 


fighting had taken place in the 
Ponttan Besar area. 


Pontian Besar, on the west coast, 


is approximately 35 miles from 
Singapore, airline, or roughly 20 
miles from the Strait of Johore.

What To Do In An Air Raid 


The Adams Comity Council of Defense today issued general instructions to guide 
citizens in the proper procedure and action to take in event of an air-raid on G etty s­ 
burg and Adams County. 
Air Raid Warnings will be sounded th ro u g h factory whistles and the siren at 
the engine house. 
(In other boroughs of th e county .similar w arnings will be sounded 
but may vary as to the nature of the alarm ). 
Whistles will be sounded in a series o f short blasts, over a period of two minutes. 
Sirens will be blown at intervals . . .ten seconds on and ten seconds off . . . for 
a period of two minutes. 
The All-Clear alarm will be one continuous blast of whistled and siren.

Consequently, no lights from the ground should serve as beacons to enemy planes. 
Street Lighting will be extinguished; p la n s for such action are already made. 
Store Lighting and Electric Signs w*i ll be extinguished. 
All Household Lighting must be extinguished, unless, in one room, complete black­ 
out curtains for doors and windows prevent even a small beam of light being visible 
from outdoors. 
Flashlights must not be used out of doors nor outside of rooms completely cur­ 
tained for blackouts. 
Air Raid Wardens, in the various districts, will immediately go into action with 
definite authority. Become acquainted with the warden in your district 
Persons in the Streets m ust immediately leave the streets for the protection 
afforded by their h o m e s , or nearby buildings if such persons are not near their homes. 
Auto Drivers and Passengers should leave the cars at the curb and extinguish all 
lights on the vehicles. 
All Persons Excepting Those oil Ollieial Air Raid Duty m ust leave tile streets. 
Cellars and Top Floors of Buildings should be avoided. 
The ground door is re­ 
garded as most safe, 
Get under heavy tables or similar furniture for protection from 
falling plaster. 
lf No Indoor Shelter Is Available, lie fiat on th** ground to avoid Hying p articles. 
Don’t Use Telephones unless absolutely necessary. 
The lines will be needed for 
official business, for your protection. 
Don’t Become Excited— 
Don’t Be Curious and Attempt to Remain in the Street*— 
Cooperate, Patriotically, for Your Own Safety and for the Safety of Others.

With the Japanese only eighteen 


miles from Singapore, and still driv- 
ing against the bayonets of numer- 
ically inferior forces, the position of 
this great naval base and its city 
of three-quarters of a million today 
was increasingly grave, for the test 
of whether it could withstand in-.

tins column. That's a good thought, 
for while we most await the out- 
come of the battle for studied com- 
ment, some things stand out clear 
enough, 


To Break Eardrums 


Let's put it like this: The Amer- 


icans and the Dutch in this historic 
engagement presumably Tiave been 
far outnumbered, in every way, and 
especially in the air. Still we can 
Bay that warplane for warplane, 
'warship for warship, man for n ' 
the Allies were so vastly superior 
that it's a shame to make the com- 
parison. 


Well, that's something to go on 


with, and it is in a way an answer 
to Pearl Harbor, though the final 
answer win break the Jap eardrums.

20 SUBS SUNK 


BY U,S,i EXPECT 
NEW ASSAULTS 


Washington, Jan. 30 (AP)—A new 


wave of U-boat attacks on Atlantic 
coast shipping was considered likely 
today despite the increasing effec- 
tiveness of American counter meas- 
ures which already have sunk or 
damaged at least 20 Axis submarines. 


The Navy warned that "enemy 


submarines continue to operate off 
the east coast of the United States 
and are reported as far south as 
Florida," but no new coastal attacks 
have been announced since the 
sinking of the Francis E. Powell was 
disclosed on Wednesday. 


German tactics in past submarine 


campaigns have been to maintain 
attacks in chosen areas by keeping 
up a constant flow of replacements. 
Following the same system in the 
present warfare. U-boats fresh from 
Germany would now be replacing 
those which made the first attacks 
on coastal shipping in the week of 
Jan. 12 and whose torpedoes or fuel 
•would have been expended. 


There was speculation that the 


Germans might try to keep more 
than'a score of U-boats off the At- 
lantic coast in an attempt to force 
the Navy to divert warships from 
the north Atlantic convoy route to 
meet the new menace. 


The Navy added another submar- 


ine to the toll of those previously 
reported sunk by making public the 
report of a petty-officer plane pilot. 


"Sighted sub sank same," said the 


report. Impressed by the pungency 
of the message, officials relaxed the 
rule of secrecy on anti-submarine 
successes and gave it to the country. 
They furnished no details. 


Five Japanese submarines have 


been reported sunk in the Pacific, 
and Secretary Knox disclosed on 
Dec. 21 that at least 14 Axis sub- 
marines had been sunk or damaged 
in the Atlantic. The only official 
statement on counteraction against 
the current Atlantic raids, which 
have cost the Allies 14 merchant 
ships, was that some of the Axis 
submarines would not return home. 


A Navy announcement at Los An- 


geles said an enemy submarine was 
sighted off the harbor there yester- 
day and was attacked by depth 
bombs without apparent result. In 
the central Pacific. Marines on Mid- 
way island were credited with driv- 
ing-away two enemy

W ith the Japanese only eighteen 
miles from Singapore, and still driv­ 
ing against tile bayonets of num er­ 
ically inferior forces, the position of 
this great naval base and its city 
of three-quarters of a million today 
was increasingly grave, for the test 
of whether it could withstand in­ 
vasion seemed im m inent. 
Surely history must search far 
among its yellowed leaves to find 
another such am azing conflict as 
this battle for Singapore and the 
Dutch East Indies, in which the 
Japs continue to mushroom their 
way forward, like a huge octopus 
spreading and reaching for its prey, 
w i t h 
the 
Allies 
tearing 
bloody 
wounds in the enveloping arms. 
Stretching Fingers 
Just take a look a t your maps. 
See how the beast lies against the 
China sea with the Philippines al­ 
most in its maw; its right tentacles 
are squirming and thrusting through 
French Indo-C hina and Thailand 
down into the sweating jungles of 
the Malayan peninsula above Singa­ 
pore; its left arms are twisting and 
turning among the myriad equato­ 
rial islands which shield the golden 
Indies. 
The islands have been caught 
without adequate naval and air de­ 
fense, and their problem is to inter­ 
pose as much delay as possible so 
that help may arrive from America 
and Britain. 
Still the octopus slithers forward, 
fighting against time and disregard­ 
ing his wounds, to try to outdistance 
other reinforcem ents. 
Out of this 
has developed the struggle of Ma­ 
cassar strait into which the per­ 
sistent Jape th ru st an air-escorted 
arm ada of troop transports and war­ 
ships estim ated by some observers at 
IOO vessels 
Of these maybe two 
score or more have been sunk or 
damaged by American warships and 
warplanes cooperating with our gal­ 
lant Dutch Allies. 
Perhaps 25.000 
Japs have lost their lives. 
150.000 on Ships 
Still, at latest reports the armada 
presses on towards occupation of 
fresh bases, and we don't know 
whether the attack on the United 
Nations 
continues. 
The 
fate of 
Singapore and the East Indies may 
depend in considerable degree on 
what happens to the great Japanese 
fleet still intact, with maybe 150,000 
troops and full equipment aboard. 
And here we m ust note that the 
Japans* task is becoming more dif­ 
ficult because of ever extending lines 
of commuiuetit ion. 
By the way, I have before me a 
telegram from a New Hampshire 
editor suggesting the slogan ‘’the 
answer to Pearl H arbor—Macassar 
strait as a subject for comment in 
this column. T hat's a good thought, 
for while we m ust await the out­ 
come of the battle for studied com­ 
ment, some things stand out clear 
enough.
